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TREES PLANTED 
BY WPA CREWS 


State of Michigan Leads 
Others In Employing 
Relief Labor 


Calls Lindbergh. 
Ford, Nazi Tools 


For every four 
and 
one-half 
trees set out on the national for­ 
ests in the north central region 
last year one was W P A planted. 
J a y H. Price, regional forester at 
Milwaukee said 
yesterday 
that, 
while it was generally known that 
W P A crews were employed in the 
national forests, it was not com­ 
mon knowledge th a t these em er­ 
gency workers planted m any trees. 
While the state 
of 
Michigan 
l^ads all others in this 
type 
of 
work. the two upper Michigan for­ 
ests have not had the advantages 
of state WPA labor in the plant­ 
ing of trees, some federal aid hav­ 
ing been received along that line. 
Work in the n u rsery 
a t 
Mani­ 
stique has been handled partially 
through this type of labor. 
During th e 
last 
fiscal 
year, 
which included the fall and spring 
planting 
seasons, 
77,000 
acres 
were planted of which the WPA 
was credited with 
17,000 
acres. 
TCC crews, th e regional forester 
said, of course carried the biggest 
load in the planting program last 
year as they have done in prev­ 
ious years. 
Moro trees were planted in the 
national forests of Michigan last 
year by th e W P A tha n any other 
«tate in the region. Wisconsin was 
second and Minnesota third. Many 
of the V P A crews 
who 
planted 
trees on the national forests were 
also employed in 
forest 
service 
nurseries where they handled all 
phases of nursery w ork from pre­ 
paring the seed beds to packing 
and shipping the 
stock 
to 
the 
planting sites on the national for­ 
ests. 
W PA crews according to forest 
service figures, said 
Price, 
may 
boast of many o th e r accomplish­ 
ments in forestry work in all parts 
of the region. In the national for­ 
ests of Indiana, Ohio, Illinois and 
.Missouri tree planting is not ca r­ 
ried on as extensively as in the 
lake states but th ere is more ero­ 
sion control work, building check 
dams, and treating gullies. On all 
forests, WPA crews ca rry 
on 
a 
variety of projects. They fight for­ 
est fires, repair equipm ent, 
im ­ 
prove stands 
of 
timber, 
build 
camp and picnic 
grounds, 
esti­ 
mate timber and 
improve 
lakes 
and stream s for better fishing.

This production on the 
10 acre field 
is equivalent. Mr. 
W ell s says, to a 55 nustiel yield of 
barley per acre, or an 83 bushel 
yield of oats. In feed value rye is 
higher than oafs or 
barley. 
Al­ 
though not so palatable, it can he 
used up to 25 Fe of the dairy grain 
ration. 
A recent publication from W is ­ 
consin reports fall rye outf ie ld ing 
tall w heat, barley or oats at the 
Ashland, Marshfield end Stnrreon 
Bay sub-stations over 
a 
10-year 
period. “ Possibly we 
have 
been 
overlook ing a crop in our attempt 
to grow livestock feud in this re­ 
g io n .’’ says Mr. Wells 
The crop at Chatham w as seed ­ 
ed Septem ber 15.

W hen a group of contract play­ 
ers gather you often hear them 
argue about the qualities of other 
players. You also often hear them 
question: 
Is 
Blank as good a 
player as many say? 
How are you and I going to tell 
with } how good or how bad he is? 
By 
watching him we note that he al­ 
most never is in the wrong con­ 
tract. This indicates properly that 
he is a very sound bidder. 
He 
seldom takes a penalty so that we 
infer that he gets the best results 
from any contract that he lands in. 
He is a good bidder and a good 
player of the dummy but we also 
note that very often, 
when the | tiled 
adversaries have overbid one trick. ! celled 
they make the contract because 
the d efen se was lacking in some 
place along the line. 
As this hap­ 
pens quite frequently 
we 
must 
come to the conclusion that Mr. 
Blank is overrated somewhere and 
that somewhere is in the defense. 
Anyplaver who can add two and 
one so as to reach the sum total 
of three may he taught a system 
of bidding in a very short time. 
He may also acquire the ability 
to play the dummy successfully 
after a little practice and instruc­ 
tion, hut he never 
becomes 
a 
really good player until he is aide 
to defend against an adverse coa­ 
ti act. so as to get the maximum 
number of tricks out of the hands 
held by him and his partner.
